Our Historian fells a Few Tales on 


the Boys While they Were Flirt­ 


ing and Enjoying Them­ 


selves at the Carnival 


The Boys at Santa Cruz. 


As is well known to most o( our 
readers, 
the Crescent 
Bicycle Club 
went to Santa Cruz to the Venetian 
Water Carnival and came home cov­ 
ered with glory and dust. 
Desiring 
to know how they acted while away 
from home, a historian was secured by 
the GAZETTE to chronicle all their do­ 
ings. 
Below we give his chronicles, 
and how true they are the members 
can best tell. 
' Well, the Crescent boys are back 
again—Mikkleson, 
Gompertz, 
Lane 
and Abbott arriving in their splendid 
vehicle, the old Concord stage coach 
at noon yesterday, hot, tired and dusty, 
but with smiling, sunburned faces. 


They spent the" afternoon and even­ 
ing recounting their various experiences 
while in camp there and on the road. 
Every one one of them tell the same 
story, one continuous 
gala -day from 
their departure until their return. 


The two large tents were pitched 
on the bank of the picturesque and 
beautiful San Lorenzo river, 
about 
three squares from 
town. 
It was 
christened Camp Gala, and a large 
sign bearing the legend, Headquarters 
Crescent Athletic Club, Berkeley, was 
stretched from top to bottom of the 
largest tent. 
Owing to the proximity 
to the city the lads had many 
visitors 
including representatives ol nearly all

A. Hall; giving the Crescent Club and 
University yell a few times and other­ 
wise helped things along. 
The boys 
were the guests of the Pilot club of 
Santa Cruz, and they are all enthu­ 
siastic in their praise of the treatment 
they received from the members of 
that club. 
The entire club took in 
the 
illuminations, dances and other 
festivities every evening. They ap­ 
peared in the two grand parades on 
Thursday and Saturday and took first 
premium on Saturday for the best ap­ 
pearing and finest decorated'club ot 
cyclists in the. processiop and second 
premium for the second largest num­ 
ber of wheelmen in'line. 


The honors attending these prizes 
will be better understood when it is 
remembered that the club had to com­ 
pete with such organizations as the 
Bay City and Olympic club of San 
FranciscAaAcme o£. Oakland, Garden 
City Cy5$|and Sah Jose Road .Club 
of San Joser and thei Pajaro club , of 
Watsonville, among which are some of

Takes His Revenge. 


Mayor Davie had his revenge upon 
Mrs. Dr. Shuey and Dr. Beckwith of 
the Board of Health for opposing his 
wishes in the matter of giving out the 
patronage at their 
disposal. 
Last 
night he revoked the appointments ot 
the two doctors. 


About a month ago Paul Schaffer 
was deposed from the position of Sec­ 
retary of the Board of Health, and E. 
W. Thurman was the man the Mayor 
wanted in the place, and the members 
whojotted for him were the Mayor's 
appointees. 
Then came a change 
over Drs. Shuey and Beckwith. At 
the next meeting of the Board they re­ 
versed their former action by voting 
Thurman out and 
putting 
Schaffer 
back. The reason given for Uiis action 
Was that Thurman was incompetent. 


This excuse 
did not satisfy the 
Mayor, so he came to the conclusion 
that a mistake had been made in ap­ 
pointing Drs. Shuey and Beckwith. 
He had the question of their eligibility 
investigated and concluded that he 
ought to rernove Dr. Shuey under the 
following section of the charter: 


The Mayor, members of the Coun­ 
cil, Auditor, Treasurer, City Attorney, 
Police Judafe, Commissioner of Public 
Works, School Directors, members of 
the Board of Health and Health Officer 
must each at the .term of their election 
or appointment have been citizens of 
the United States, 
and recent and 
qualified electors of the city for three 
years next preceding their election or 
appointment. 


So far as the Political Code^ind the 
general law of the State is concerned, 
this section of the charter is in har­ 
mony as to all the officials to which 
reference is made, save the school di­ 
rectors. 
The general law conflicts 
with the charter on these, and hence 
Mrs. Myra Knox is ineligible to serve 
as a School Director^^hile Mrs. Dr. 
Shuey, because of her sex, is not a 
qualified elector, and was therefore 
illegally appointed. 
As to Dr. Beck­ 
with, the Mayor found that he had not 
been a qualified elector of Oakland for 
three years past-

TEST THE LAW. 


The Manufacturers' and Producers' 
Association are doing yeoman service 
in behalf of California industries. They 
have already taken steps by which the 
Attention of the Governor of California 
and that of the managers of the va­ 
rious State institutions has been called 
to the fact that many articles ot East­ 
ern and foreign manufacture are being 
purchased and paid for by the State) 
and they have therefore asked the co­ 
operation of those whom they have 
addressed to the end that of such ar­ 
ticles, preference should I JO given to 
California productions, all thing., being 
equal. 


It seems to us that these 
requests 
would not have been necessary had 
our officials observed the letter of the 


law. 
There exists a legislative enact­ 
ment to the effect that California goods I 
should be purchased for supplies paid 


for by the State whenever they are ob-1 
tainable 
Every dollar that is being 
expended for other material is being 
done so, we believe, unlawfully. A 
large number of replies are ' _-ing re­ 
ceived by the association to the com­ 
munications that were s.-nt out, all pi 
which are of the same nature that they 
will be pleased to co-operate and as­ 
sist In furthering the cause for which 
the association was formed. 
If they 
are sincere there need be no delay, as 
every contract that has been awarded, 


or bids advertised for, where California 
material has not been given the prefer­ 
ence, is unlawful and can be easily 
vitiated. 


T o our positive knowledge the Napa 
Insane Asylum and the Folsora and 
San Quentin prisons have advertised 


lor bids on Eastern and foreign goods, 


and have left other items open in such 


a manner that buf manufacturers are 
easily shut out wbVn it fcomes^febid<H 


ing. 
We would suggest tr^ t h ^ s s o c W 
tion that they give this rMt'ter into the 
hands of their attorneys for the pur­ 
pose of ascertaining just what (heir- 
rights in the premises would be, and if 


it is found that they have the law on 
their side, then enjoin the institutions 
named from receiving any further goods 
under those contracts, most of which 
were given within the past two months 
to remain in force for periods of six 
months and a year, during which time 
thousands of dollars will be given to 
Easterp labor that should remain here. 


The time to act is now. 
There should 


be no hesitancy on the part of the as­ 
sociation to take immediate steps, pro­ 
viding, •however, that their legal advisers 
favor their doing so, inasmuch as the 
question once settled by the courts will 
be irrevocable, and will therefore com­ 
pel the purchase of California made 
supplies as ordered by the Legislature.

expenses, but not for their own profit. 


In the years 1300 and 1301 one Eus- 
ltace, abbot of Flaye, preached through­ 
out England the observance of the Lord's 
day.

UBLIC NOTICE is hereby given that 
the State Poll Tax of Two Dollars foi 
the year 1895 Is now doe and payable at my 
office, Room 1. Court House, or to a deputy 


Smc. 3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follows: 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a ppll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollar*. 


SEC. 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and on 
the neglect or refusal of Buch persons topay 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by such person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name, or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and. 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the County Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of Age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

A QUEER QLfl ENGLISHMAN. 


Thomas teaabar u d Bl* Onrloaa Bxperl- 
. sine—, Phyaleal and OtkarwlM, 


Thomas Laogher, who la said to have 
died at the age of 119, has an amwaing 
reoord that connects him with Holbom. 
He was a well educated man, for he had 
studied at Ghrlstohuroh, Oxford, for 19 
years. In early life he had been a wine 
merchant in Tower street and failed, 
owing to the failure of a very large 
house in the same trade, Neele, IVrdyoe 
& Co. It so affected Laugher that he be­ 
came blind and speechless, and the skin 
peeled off from the whole of his body. 
Though a wine merchant, he never 
drank any fermented liquor for the first 
60 years of his life. The old man's 
memory was prodigious. He well re­ 
membered, in 1705, seeing Queen Anne 
going to the house of peers, seated on a 
pillion behind the Lord Chancellor, and 
he talked about the death of William 
TTT 
He bad been a well made man, 
rather above the middle height At 80, 
he had a severe fit of illness, and then a 
fresh head of hair came, and new nails 
on the fingers and toes. A oontraojdon 
that took place in the fingers of each 
hand at this instant remained always 
after. 
Nothing is said about new teeth 
coming in his case, and he must soon 
have recovered sight and speech, which 
misfortune had deprived him oT so 
abruptly. 


He had a son, who died at the age of 
80, and whom he always called "poor 
Tommy." This boy of fourscore looked 
very much older than his father, and the 
fact led to some curious mistakes on the 
part of strangers who saw then togeth­ 
er. 
Onoe, when they were walking in 
Holborn, the son could scarcely keep 
pace with the father—in fact, with so 
great difficulty and distress did he do so 
that he attracted the attention of a gen­ 
tleman, who went up to old Laugher to 
expostulate with him on his want of 
filial dnty in not aiding more his vener­ 
able father. 
The old man told him of 
his mistake, but the stranger refused to 
give the least credit to his assertion un­ 
til somebody passing at the time, who 
knew the Laughers well, oertified to the 
perfeot truth of the story. 


All four turned laughers then; at 
their separation all Holborn beamed 
with smilea, and grew quite radiant,for 
a moment, but the next second it relapsed 
into its bustling but somewhat melan­ 
choly quotidian business—cash hunting. 
One feels amused at this fussy moralist, 
who showed such prevailing anxiety 
and offioionsness to direct others in (he 
path of virtue, smiting, as the mote, un­ 
conscious of the beam. —Notes and Que­ 
ries. 


H O W T O REMEMBER. 


Adrlc« to Thos* Wishing to Commit Song* 
or Mtulo to Memory. 


" I wish you would teach me how to 
commit to memory the songs I want to 
sing," said an amateur musician to a 
friend. " I have never been able to com­ 
mit my music to memory—at least have 
never done so-—and I think it would be 
of use to me if I could." 


"The process is not a difficult one," 
was the reply. ''I have always found it 
easy to remember songs and poems by a 
certain rule or method that I adopted a 
long time ago 
Take any popular song, 
'The Last Hose of Summer,' for exam­ 
ple. It is a good plan to read it over and 
get the sentiment of the verse, which 
comprehends the idea of loneliness, the 
fading away of beautiful things and the 
lack of sympathy in sadness. The rose is 
blooming alone.' Its companions are 
faded and gone. No flower or kindred 
is nigh to share its pleasures or answer 
to its sighs. 
This is the groundwork— 
the skeleton, so to speak—of the verse. 
Impress this firmly on the mind and 
familiarize the thought with the senti­ 
ment. Imagine the garden with the one 
rose and faded leaves all around. Onoe 
this is fixed in the memory it is com­ 
paratively easy to fill in the remainder 
of the words This is one of the simplest 
and surest way of committing the words 
of a song to memory.
